An unidentified aviator, who is al- 
leged to have terrorized residents of 
the Piedmont park, Ponce de Leon and 
Inman Park sections Sunday after- 
noon by indulging in power dives and 
other forms of acrobatics at an alti- 
tude of only 100 feet was sought Sun- 
day night by Councilman Joseph E.

to Governor William H. Murray. A 
quite considerable number of the dele- 
gates in’ this position show a tendency 
to announce that so soon as they have 
given perfunctory performance to their 
pledges to their respective “favorite 
sons” they will turn to Governor 
Roosevelt. sie 
The reason animating them is sim- 
ple. They can line up either with 
Roosevelt or with the opposition to 
‘Roosevelt. They see that the princi- 
pal leader of the opposition to Roose- 


lvelt is ex-Governor Alfred E. Smith 


of New York. They think that a tug 
of war between Smith and Roosevelt 
would mean the arising of factional 
‘emotion and would endanger the 
partys chance of success in the elec- 
‘tion. Such delegates, without any 
great preference for Roosevelt, think 
,the best way to avert unfortunate 


clear at once, in advance of the con- 
vention, that there is no possibility of 
beating Roosevelt.

Diplomas After Address 
By Coffin Today.

H. C. Bur- 
gin, pastor. 

At the services held in the chureh, 
whose former pastor, Dr. I. 
king. conceived and promoted 
founding of Georgia Tech, the entire 
genior class and faculty attended at- 
tired in the cap and gown attire of 
neademic identification. Dr. M. L. 
Brittain, president of Tech, presided 
and spoke briefly before Dr. Burgin, 
himeelf an LL. D., delivered the ser- 
mon, “A Great God.” 

It was pointed out that Dr. Hop- 
kins, while pastor of the church when 
it was located on Merritts avenue 
conceived the idea of Tech and helped 
in its founding. becoming its first 
president in ISSS, but. continued t” 
serve as pastor of St, Meek church 
until 1890. Dr. Burgin pointed out 
the uselessness of attempting to live 
without a God and portrayed the liv- 
ing God as the only god. 

He urged the members of the class 
to take God seriously and stated thut 
helief in (sod is the only true sta- 
hilizer of the modern political, social 
and economic unrest. He declared 
that atheiem ig no inspiration to the 
mind but that true faith is and that 
whenerer a people, regardiess of lan- 
puage or race, 
fore God they are led to see the light 
of true living. 

Dr. Burgin asserted that religion 
is A necessity in all walks of life if 
n person is to be successful.

“Man must have some god—the pas- 
sion is universal,” said Dr. Burgin.

OnCounty oe 


Pleas Must Cease If Re- 
duction Is Effected, As- 
serts Chairman of Fi- 
nance Committee. 


There can be no hope for further 
reduction in the expense of county 
government if continued demands are 
made on the board of commissioners 
for funds for various charitable pur- 
poses, George F. Longino, chairman 
of the board’s finance committee, said 
in a public statement issued Sunday 
night. 

Mr. Longino said his statement was 
issued to clarify views taken by per- 
sons who opposed the board’s recall 
of one-third of a fund appropriated 
several months ago to the emergency 
relief committee. 

“The county board is met on one 
hand with demands from reputable 
organizations that it reduce its ex- 
penditures and on the other with an 
urgent demand for appropriations for 
worthy causes,” he said. “Of course 
there are two sides to every ques- 
tion. The government costs should be 
pared as much as possible and yet 
worthy institutions and organizations 
should be aided when it is at all 
possible.” F 

Mr. Longino’s statement follows: 

“The various charitable organiza- 
tions of Fulton county to which Ful- 
ton county lends its support are 


worthy organizations and should have’ 


necessary funds provided to enable 
them to function as efficiently as pos- 
sible. The unemployment condition 
with which the city is confronted is 
appalling. 
Salaries Fixed in December. - 

“The law provides that all salaries 
and budgets in the old fee office de- 
partments shall be fixed in December 
each year for the following year and 
in view of this legal requirement the 
county board has adopted a policy of 
fixing all departments’ remuneration 
at this time. Last December this was 
done and you will recall large sal- 
ary reductions were made ranging 
from 25 per cent to 10 per cent down 
to the lowest branch salaries. The 
public generally complimented our 
board very highly for this action in 
the interest of the taxpayers.
